AUTISM SCHOOL 
TO LOSE HOME 


‘Outstanding’ nursery admits future is uncertain 


The future of an “outstanding” 
school for autistic pupils is uncer¬ 
tain unless it can find a new home. 

A desperate search is under way 
to find a new home for The Little 
Group, a specialist nursery for 
children who have autistic spec¬ 
trum disorder. 

The nursery, one of the very few 
in the country to offer specialist 
help and education for very young 
children, must leave its base at St 
Joseph’s RC Primary School in 
Epsom at the end of the school 
year. 

The school, which has rented out 
accommodation to the nursery for 
the past 15 years, is expanding and 
needs its classrooms and offices 
back. 

The group’s headteacher, Judy 
Gilham, who Ofsted inspectors say

is “inspirational”, has been 
searching for a new base for The 
Little Group for the past six 
months, but has had no luck so far. 

It needs premises offering two 
classrooms, two offices, an entry 
area and access to a garden or 
some other area where the chil¬ 
dren can get fresh air. 

Mrs Gilham said: “It sounds pret¬ 
ty simple but it is actually proving 
very difficult to find anywhere like 
that.” 

Traditional church halls are not 
suitable because the space is too 
large for small children with par¬ 
ticular health problems. 

Mrs Gilham said: “Unfortunately 
we can’t share premises because 


we often hold meetings before and 
after the school day, so our days 
can start at 8am and last until 
6pm.” 

A disused school would be ideal, 
but she said: “Unfortunately you 
don’t often hear about places like 
that until they are due for demoli¬ 
tion. 

“We don’t want to end up with 
nowhere to go. It would be wrong if 
we couldn’t offer this service to the 
children and their families. 

“We are the only nursery of its 
type in the south which deals with 
autism at such a young age and we 
are very sought after.” 

The Little Group has earned its 
reputation by employing specialist 
language and communication 
skills experts as well as specially 
trained nursery teachers to en¬ 


courage all aspects of the chil¬ 
dren’s development. 

Clare Kekwick, mother of three 
year-old Oliver who attends The 
Little Group, said: “It is an amaz¬ 
ing facility. I just hope they find 
somewhere to go. 

“Oliver just loves it. He is doing 
really well and he just can’t wait to 
get there. The staff are incredible. 
It is not easy being the parent of an 
autistic child and the staff are so 
good, nothing is too much trouble 
and they are fantastic with the chil¬ 
dren.”

Trust’s services in 
‘worst 20 per cent’ 


The services supplied by Sur¬ 
rey Borders mental health 
trust are so poor that the 
Care Quality Commission 
says it is in the bottom 20 per 
cent of trusts in England for 
many aspects of its care. 

The results of the patient 
survey conducted by the com¬ 
mission were published last 
week and make worrying 
reading. 

Some of the worst scores 
for Surrey and Borders Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation in¬ 
volved medical and nursing 
staff. They included respons¬ 
es to the questions, “Did you 
have confidence and trust in 
the psychiatrist?”, and “Did 
the psychiatrists treat you 
with respect and dignity?”. 

The trust also scored a very 
low mark for how safe the pa¬ 
tients felt on the ward and 
also low marks on questions 
involving information given 
about medication, its purpos¬ 
es and its side effects. 

Many patients who had 
been detained under the 
Mental Health Act said their 
rights had not been ex¬ 
plained in a way they could 
understand. 
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The trust also scored low 
marks for making patients 
feel welcome on the ward and 
making patients feel that the 
staff knew about them and 
any previous care they had 
received. 

Responding to the survey, 
the trust said it showed it 
was important to proceed 
with their plans to redevelop 
their services in new premis¬ 
es. 

But many of the criticisms 
of the trust involved stan¬ 
dards of care rather than the 
quality of the hospital wards, 
although the trust was in the 
bottom 20 per cent for pa¬ 
tients of both sexes having to 
share a sleeping area. 

Surrey Borders was just in 
the top 20 per cent of trusts 
for giving patients enough 
notice of discharge from hos¬ 
pital but scored very badly 
for giving patients informa¬ 
tion on how to get help in a 
crisis. 

It was average among trusts 
for the standard of food on 
offer and the help given by 


the hospital to keep in touch 
with family and friends. 

Fiona Edwards, chief exec¬ 
utive of Surrey Borders, 
said: “The trust is disap¬ 
pointed with the findings of 
the 2009 inpatient survey. 

“The findings do however, 
underline the importance of 
pressing ahead with our 
plans to develop new hospital 
services across Surrey and 
north-east Hampshire to en¬ 
sure we can dramatically im¬ 
prove patients’ experiences. 

“The trust has a compre¬ 
hensive quality improvement 
programme running to ad¬ 
dress all of the issues raised 
by the survey and has al¬ 
ready implemented a number 
of improvements. 

“They include the launch of 
a trust-wide crisis telephone 
helpline available 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week for 
anyone who may need sup¬ 
port during a crisis and im¬ 
plementing a physical health 
action plan for people who 
use services.”

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New mayor cleared 
of conduct breaches 


Allegations claiming 
Epsom and Ewell’s new 
mayor, Councillor Jan 
Mason, breached the 
members’ code of con¬ 
duct last year were dis¬ 
missed at a special 
meeting on Thursday. 

Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council’s standards 
committee met to consid¬ 
er an independent exter¬ 
nal report regarding a 
complaint against her. 

The complaint alleged 
Coun Mason had 
breached the members’ 
code of conduct during a 
planning meeting in 
2008. At that time she 
was chairman of the 
planning committee. 

However, the indepen¬ 
dent report stated there 
was no breach of the 
code of conduct and rec¬ 
ommended no action. 

The standards commit¬ 
tee considered the report 
and accepted there had 
been no failure to com¬ 
ply with the code of con¬ 
duct on Coun Mason’s 
part. 

Chairman of the stan¬ 
dards committee, David 
Lowe said: “The thor¬ 
ough report, carried out 
independently of the 
council, found there was 
no case to answer and 
this issue is now closed.”

The standards commit¬ 
tee is made up of coun¬ 
cillors representing all 
the political groups on 
the council together with 
two independent mem¬ 
bers and an independent 
chairman.

There is 
no connection between 
her service as mayor and 
the period in which the 
allegations were made.

Waste wars force you to 
need ID to use the dump

Environmentally-friendly residents now 
need identification to throw their house¬ 
hold rubbish away. 

People who live in Epsom will have to 
take along a driving licence, utility bill or 
council tax bill otherwise they will be sent 
away from the Blenheim Road refuse tip 
and recycling centre. 

Anyone living in another authority area 
who tries to sneak along with their rub¬ 
bish will be sent to a tip nearer their 
homes. 

The ID scheme has been introduced in a 
tit-for-tat rubbish battle between neigh¬ 
bouring councils to make sure they are 
not picking up the tab for disposing of 
refuse generated by residents outside 
their boundaries. 

Surrey County Council says it will save 
up to £500,000 a year by ensuring it does 
not pay to dispose of waste created by 
non-residents. 

The county’s taxpayers are paying out 
the sum every year to get rid of waste 
dumped by people living outside Surrey 
who come into the county to use waste dis¬ 
posal facilities. 

In the past the impact on the county was 
less because Surrey residents living near 
the border would often use waste facilities 
in neighbouring authorities. 

But councils such as Kingston, Merton, 
Croydon, Windsor and Maidenhead, Sut¬ 
ton, and Hounslow, have banned Surrey 
residents from using their waste disposal 
sites free of charge, but their residents

have continued to use Surrey facilities 
without paying a penny 
The ID rule applies to the centres which 
are most likely to be used by non-Surrey 
residents: Epsom, Bagshot, Warlingham, 
Caterham and Shepperton. 

Dr Lynne Hack Surrey County Council’s 
executive member for environment, said: 
“In the current financial climate, Surrey 
residents should not have to pay so much 
to dispose of waste they have not created. 

“Our residents have been prevented 
from using waste facilities operated by 
many bordering councils so we have no 
choice but to do the same. It boils down to 


ensuring Surrey residents get the best 
value for money” 

Kingston charges a minimum of £39 for 
400kg for rubbish from non-residents and 
has a sliding scale for more waste. 

Merton and Sutton, and Windsor and 
Maidenhead will not accept rubbish from 
Surrey residents. 

Croydon charges £4 per visit for non-res¬ 
idents, while Hounslow makes a whop¬ 
ping charge of £17 for 100kg.

Thief steals £2k 
in car park scam 


A 79-year-old pensioner had 
his £2,000 savings snatched 
when a thief distracted him. 

The incident happened at 
about 11.20am on Friday, 
September 11, when the man 
was approached as he sat in 
his car at the Church Street 
car park, Epsom. The wallet 
with the money was on his lap. 

As the pensioner was about 
to drive away a man tapped on 
the driver’s window and point¬ 
ed to the floor. When the victim 
got out of his car he noticed 
coins on the ground and bent 
down to pick them up. When 
he got back in his car he re¬ 
alised his wallet was gone. 

The thief is described as a 
dark-skinned or Asian man, 
approximately 5ft 8 in and 
wearing dark clothing. 

The theft is being linked to a 
separate incident which hap¬ 
pened when a 65-year-old man 
returned to his vehicle which

was parked in a car park in 
London Road, Redhill, at 
11.30am on Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 17. 

As he started up his car an 
Asian man tapped on the rear 
window and pointed to the 
rear of his vehicle. The vic¬ 
tim got out of his car, leaving 
the door open, and went to the 
back of his car. He then got on 
his hands and knees and 
looked under the car. 

When he got back into his 
car he noticed his black 
leather travel wallet, which 
was placed on the front pas¬ 
senger seat, had been stolen. 
The wallet contained a num¬ 
ber of credit and debit cards, 
an American driving licence, 
frequent flier loyalty cards, 
American medical docu¬ 
ments, £450 and $300. 


The thief is an Asian man, 
5ft 4in, very slim, in his late 
20s and he had a goatee beard. 
He was wearing light-weight 
dark jacket and dark trousers. 

Investigating officer PC 
Siobhan Gleeson said: “On 
both occasions the thieves 
struck in broad daylight and 
were persistent in getting the 
victims to exit their vehicles. 

“We believe the suspects 
seen by the victims were not 
acting alone and it is possible 
up to three men are working 
together to pull off these dis¬ 
traction-style thefts.”

Grandson bases book 
on Great War diaries 


Treasured diaries kept by 
Ted Bates detailing his ex¬ 
periences during some of 
the most savage battles of 
World War I are the basis 
of a new book written by 
his grandson, Canon Peter 
Humfrey. 

Ted Bates became a pro¬ 
fessional solder in 1910. He 
joined the Royal Horse Ar¬ 
tillery and went to France 
with the British Expedi¬ 
tionary Force in August 
1914. He fought in battles 
at Mons, Le Cateau, the 
Marne, the Aisne and in 
the first battle of Ypres. 

His war service came to 
an end near Ypres when 
early in the morning as he 
tried to persuade some 
nuns to leave a convent and 
retreat to a safer area, he 
was shot by a German 
sniper. 

He was invalided out of 
the army and was one of 
the first ex-servicemen to 
be trained as a physiother¬ 
apist by the newly estab¬ 
lished St Dunstan’s. 

He moved to Leatherhead 
and worked in private prac¬ 
tice and was a well known 
figure in the community 
between the wars. 

Father Peter Humfrey 
was handed the diary when 
he was about 12 and kept it 
for years. 

“It is only quite recently 
that I decided to find out

where he has been,” said 
Father Humfrey who lives 
in Epsom. 

He has put in two years of 
research and now the book 
Destination Unknown is 
about to be published. It 
will be launched at St An¬ 
drews School, Leatherhead 
on Saturday October 3.

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Cheaper drugs 
will risk my life 


An Epsom pub manager 
says her life could be at 
risk if her anti-epilepsy 
drugs are switched to a 
cheaper version. 

Gemma Gould, who is 
one of the managers of 
The White Horse, says 
that a previous switch 
from branded drugs to a 
generic one made her very 
ill, increased her seizures 
and left her temporarily 
blind. 

Gemma, 27, who has suf¬ 
fered from epilepsy since 
childhood, has not had a 
seizure for four years and 
can now apply for a driv¬ 
ing licence. 

But she fears that new 
drug-switching proposals 
that would see pharma¬ 
cists dispensing the cheap¬ 
est versions of drugs 
could wreck her life. 

She has joined the cam¬ 
paign launched by the na¬ 
tional charity Epilepsy

Action against new regu¬ 
lations due to come into 
effect in January 2010. 

Pharmacists are being 
told to prescribe generic 
drugs rather than more 
expensive branded ones to 
save money for the NHS. 
They will be expected to 
issue the cheaper generic 
drugs regardless of what 
is stated on a prescription. 

In most cases patients 
will not notice the differ¬ 
ence because the main in¬ 
gredient in both branded 
and generic drugs is the 
same, but there may be a 
difference in some of the 
other ingredients. 

Epilepsy Action sur¬ 
veyed around 1,500 people 
with epilepsy. The survey 
revealed that many people 
with the condition believe 
that switching drugs has 


led to increased seizures 
and worse side-effects. 

Gemma, who has a five 
year-old son, Billy, is hor¬ 
rified by the proposed 
changes. 

She said: “I had extreme¬ 
ly bad side effects when 
my medicine was 
changed. It was almost 
like my body was shutting 
down. It was very, very 
frightening. 

“I was told that the 
medicine was exactly the 
same as my ordinary one, 
but it wasn’t - obviously 
something that was differ¬ 
ent. 

“I would wake up and I 
would know that my eyes 
were open but I couldn’t 
see. It was absolutely ter¬ 
rifying. 

“I couldn’t breathe prop¬ 
erly, I couldn’t hear - there 
were days when I couldn’t 
stand up.” 

Her pharmacist now en¬ 
sures that she gets her 
regular branded drug 
rather than a generic one. 

Currently, pharmacists 
must prescribe the exact 
drug stated on the pre¬ 
scription. Epilepsy Ac¬ 
tion’s survey revealed that 
in the last year almost half 
(43 per cent) of respon¬ 
dents had been given al¬ 
ternative versions of their 
usual anti-epileptic drugs. 
Of these, a quarter (23 per 
cent) said their epilepsy 
got worse, with most expe¬ 
riencing an increase in 
seizures.

A play area at the Chessington 
Road recreation ground in 
Epsom and Ewell is the first 
phase of a huge £l.lm two- 
year project. 

Each of the 11 borough 
and district authorities in 
the county will receive 
£100,000 to create or refur¬ 
bish two play areas. 

A new play area will be 
built in the Preston ward of 
Reigate and Banstead in the 
second year of the scheme, 
along with a new playground 
in the Hook Road area in 
Epsom and Ewell. 

A major investment is also 
likely to be made in play equip¬ 
ment in Ashtead recreation 
ground following a major cam¬ 
paign by parents determined 
to see the playground devel¬ 
oped to provide a stimulating 
play area both for tots and 
older children. 

The aim of the £l.lm scheme 
is to introduce safe, accessible 
and innovative play places for 
children, with the emphasis on 
making them attractive to 
youngsters aged eight to 13. 

Each borough and district 


will get £100,000 from the De¬ 
partment for Children, Schools 
and Families, to create or re¬ 
furbish the two play areas, and 
they can top this up with addi¬ 
tional funding. 

ARC, the campaign to im¬ 
prove the children’s playpark 


at Ashtead recreation ground, 
held its first fundraising event 
recently, in the form of a shop¬ 
ping evening at Ashtead dress 
agency, Damsel. The event 
raised over £150. 

Andrea Hodson, chairman of 
the group of Ashtead mothers 


driving the campaign, said: 
“This was our first fundraiser 
and it went extremely well. 
Aside from the need to raise 
money, it raised awareness of 
the campaign among a key 
group for us - Ashtead parents. 
The support of families is vital 
to the campaign’s success. 

“The aims of our campaign 
are very simple: to provide a 
park with equipment and ca¬ 
pacity for children, at least up 
to the age of 12; to increase the 
size of the park; and to im¬ 
prove the quality and creativi¬ 
ty of play over and above that 
which is currently available.” 

The group’s next fundraising 
event will be a party in the 
park, which will be held at the 
playpark on Thursday, October 
29, from 10am to 1pm. Enter¬ 
tainment for children will in¬ 
clude a soccer skills workshop, 
magic show, dance group, kids’ 
rollercoaste and face-painting, 
as well as coffee and cakes for 
parents. 

The group hopes to raise 
£30,000 to help pay for park im¬ 
provements.

A group of more than 20 
men and youths, some 
brandishing weapons, 
were involved in a fight 
that spilt out from a 
Leatherhead recreation 
ground into the road. 

Three men have been 
arrested following the 
incident, which happened 
between 6.20pm and 
7.30pm on Friday, Septem¬ 
ber 11, when two groups 
of youths became involved 
in an altercation - but 


police are appealing 
for more witnesses to 
come forward. 

The alleged incident 
began at the Kingston 
Road recreation ground 
when a tall 

man with black, spiky 
hair and a white top 
struck the windscreen of 
a red Rover car being driv¬ 
en by a 17-year-old youth 
from Epsom. 

The driver, accompanied 
by another teenager, 


allegedly returned to the 
recreation ground in the 
car shortly afterwards 
and confronted a group of 
around 15 other youths, 
who brandished several 
weapons. 

They ran back to the car 
but, as they drove away, a 
brick was thrown by their 
pursuers, damaging the 
vehicle. 

The pair then allegedly 
drove to Epsom and picked 
up three other youths be¬ 


fore returning to the 
recreation ground. 

They allegedly threat¬ 
ened the group already in 
the park and chased them, 
with the incident spilling 
out of the park area and 
onto Kingston Road. 

The five youths returned 
to the red Rover and drove 
away in the direction of 
Chessington. 

A 21-year-old man from 
Leatherhead and two 17- 
year-olds youths from 


Epsom were arrested for 
affray, but police would 
like to speak to anyone 
who may have witnessed 
the incident.

A 35-year-old man from 
Worcester Park and a 26-year- 
old man from Croydon have 
been arrested in connection 


with the incident, and are on 
police bail until 13 November 
pending further inquiries.

“They don’t know whether 
he slipped or had a heart at¬ 
tack. It’s in the air.” 

The death, on Tuesday, July 
21, went unreported at the 
time, and only came to light 
this week when the Battersea 


and Wandsworth Trades 
Union Council (BWTUC) 
was informed. 

A spokesman said: “BWTUC 
campaign for the health and 
safety of all workers. We 
would encourage any work¬ 
ers, particularly those at 
Rayners, to come forward if 
they have concerns regarding 
the health and safety of their 
working conditions.” 

According to the company, a 
post mortem report indicated 
head and brain damage, possi¬ 
bly caused by Mr Churchill 
hitting his head. 


The incident is being 
investigated by the council 
and an inquest date has not 
yet been set. 

The Rayners manager, who 
would not give his name, 
added: “It’s devastating. 
There’s a cloud still in the air. 
Time is a healer, but a very 
slow healer.”

Cop complaints rise 


The number of allegations 
against Surrey Police has soared 
by 35 per cent, one of the highest 
increases of any force in England 
and Wales. 

Statistics released by the Inde¬ 
pendent Police Complaints Com¬ 
mission last week revealed 522 
allegations were made for every 
1,000 police officers, one of the 
worst rates recorded. 

The IPCC was comparing the 
number of allegations recorded 
for the year 2008/09 with the num¬ 
ber of allegations recorded in the 
year 2007/08 

The number of formal com¬ 
plaints (each complaint can in¬ 
volve several allegations) against 
Surrey police rose from 546 to 685, 
a 25 per cent increase. 

During 2008/09 complaints 
throughout England and Wales 
rose 8 per cent from the previous 
year to 31,259. 

As in previous years most com¬ 
plaints are about “neglect of 
duty” (24 per cent) and “incivili¬ 
ty” (21 per cent), essentially being

rude and late. The proportion of 
all allegations that are substanti¬ 
ated is 10 per cent. 

Chairman of the IPCC Nick 
Hardwick said: “At a time when 
politicians and the police are de¬ 
bating public confidence in the 
police and how to make them 
more accountable, the complaint 
figures published today give a 
strong indication of what the 
public want sorted out. 

“Complaints about rude and 
late officers consistently top com¬ 
plaint categories and work to ad¬ 
dress this can have a positive 
impact. 

“The public recognise the po¬ 
lice have a difficult job to do. 

“However, this does not alter 
the fact that they expect officers 
to do their job politely and effi¬ 
ciently. These statistics show that 
when it is not done in this man¬ 
ner they are likely to complain. 

“People accept things will some¬ 


times go wrong and on these occa¬ 
sions they do not necessarily 
want to see an officer punished. 

“But what they do want is for 
the mistake to be acknowledged 
and not repeated, put right if pos¬ 
sible and an apology or explana¬ 
tion given. 

“The overall increase in the 
number of complaints reflects 
growing confidence in the system 
and more consistent complaint 
recording standards. 

“We want to make sure all sec¬ 
tions of society have confidence. 

“If the police are to enjoy the 
confidence of the public it is im¬ 
portant they hear from all com¬ 
munities about their experience 
of policing - good and bad.” 

Of the formal complaints 
against Surrey Police only 27 per 
cent were investigated, the others 
were withdrawn or discontinued, 
or dealt with locally by some 
other means.

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Night hostel to receive 
a £500k refurbishment 


The Leatherhead Night Hos¬ 
tel, one of only three hostels 
in Surrey for the homeless, is 
to be upgraded and refur¬ 
bished at a cost of £500,000. 

Mole Valley District Council 
secured £340,000 from the De¬ 
partment of Communities 
and Local Government, while 
the council and the Leather- 
head Night Hostel itself 
will each also find £80,000 to¬ 
wards the project. 

At a meeting of the coun¬ 
cil’s executive last week, 
councillors agreed the plans 
to upgrade the hostel in 
Church Road, Leatherhead, 
which is owned by the council 
and leased to the Leatherhead 
Night Hostel charity. 

The night hostel currently 
provides accommodation for

up to 12 residents in shared 
dormitories. The funding will 
create ten en-suite bedrooms, 
including facilities for dis¬ 
abled residents. 

The councillors say that the 
improved and enhanced ac¬ 
commodation will encourage 
residents to ease into educa¬ 
tion and employment, and 
move, in a planned way, into 
independent or supported ac¬ 
commodation. 

Councillors also agreed to 
sell the property to Raven 
Housing Trust for the purpos¬ 
es of providing a night hostel, 
on condition that Leather¬ 
head Night Hostel acts as 
managing agents. 


Subject to planning ap¬ 
proval, the hostel will close in 
spring 2010 for up to nine 
months while work takes 
place. Meanwhile, the night 
hostel will transfer to a coun¬ 
cil-owned property in Vincent 
Drive, Dorking, to provide a 
limited service. 

Councillor David Walker, 
portfolio holder for housing 
and community support, said 
“It is great news for the com¬ 
munity that the Leatherhead 
Night Hostel has been given 
the go-ahead for refurbish¬ 
ment, which will allow resi¬ 
dents much-needed privacy 
and dignity. 

“The changes provide a 
commitment to enhancing the 
service to residents, support¬ 
ing them going back into edu¬ 


cation or work, and finding 
suitable accommodation. I am 
looking forward to seeing the 
project get underway.” 

The Government funding 
for the Leatherhead hostel 
comes from £9.6m pledged to 
improve homeless hostels. 

The improvement scheme is 
part of an £80m programme 
to develop services for the 
homeless, encouraging them 
to undertake training to help 
them back into work and to 
find permanent homes. 

The hostels that have al¬ 
ready been improved report a 
30 per cent increase in clients 
moving into training, educa¬ 
tion, employment or indepen¬ 
dent living.

Card scammers confuse 
pensioner to steal £500

A 79-year-old woman who had 
£500 taken from her account 
in a cashcard scam is so upset 
she cannot sleep, say police. 

This week police released 
CCTV pictures of two men 
they want to speak to about 
the theft of a her bank card 
from an ATM at Asda in 
Burgh Heath. 

The incident took place at 
about 1pm on Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 22, when she was ap¬ 
proached by two men. 

The first man pushed in 
front of her at the first ATM 
and directed her to use anoth¬ 
er machine. The second sus¬ 
pect then approached her and 
pretended to try to sell her 
scratch cards. 

He placed a fanned-out dis¬ 
play of the cards over the 
screen and spoke to the vic¬ 
tim in a foreign language. The 
victim ushered him away but 
found her cashcard had disap¬ 
peared. 

As the man with the scratch- 
cards left, the first man spoke 
to the victim in English; he in¬ 
formed her that the machine 
must have retained her card 


and said it would be OK not to 
report anything to her bank 
until the following 
Monday when they would 
issue her a new one. 


When the woman contacted 
her bank, she was told that 
£500 had been withdrawn 
from her account from a ma¬ 
chine at the Tesco supermar¬ 


ket in Reigate Road, Ewell. 

The men are described as 
Afro-Caribbean men and are 
both of medium build. The 
first suspect was about 5ft 9in, 
had short, dark hair and was 
dressed all in black with 
black jeans and a hooded jack¬ 
et. 

The second, who tried to sell 
the victim the scratch cards, 
was much shorter, was wear¬ 
ing a black baseball cap, a 
black sweatshirt with a red 
Adidas logo on the front, 
baggy, blue jeans and dark 
trainers. 

Investigating officer Detec¬ 
tive Constable Jackie Elkins 
said: “This is a particularly 
heinous crime, targeting an 
elderly lady in this way and 
we need the public’s help to 
trace this callous pair and 
bring those responsible to jus¬ 
tice. The victim is very upset 
and has had trouble sleeping 
after this incident.”

Fund cuts to stop buses 


Bus services in Surrey 
could be slashed to cut the 
huge subsidy paid by Sur¬ 
rey County Council to keep 
buses on the road. 

Of the 28.2m journeys 
made each year 15m are 
subsidised by the county 
council, an average of 
41,000 trips per day. 

Surrey pays out £llm a 
year to keep the buses run¬ 
ning, up from £4m in 
2001/02. 

If the current trends con¬ 
tinue, the cost to Surrey 
will rise to £13m by 
2012/13. 

The reason for the in¬ 
crease is rising costs in¬ 
cluding fuel, labour and 
insurance, commercial de¬ 
cisions by bus operators 
and the loss of various 
forms of income. 

Surrey is to review its bus 
services in four phases, the 
first includes services in 
Reigate and Banstead and 
three other districts and 
will include Mole Valley 
and Epsom and Ewell. 


School bus services will 
be reviewed. 

A report prepared for the 
county council’s cabinet 
meeting this week said: 
“The county council cannot 
continue to subsidise the 
bus network at its current 
levels.” 

The report adds that the 
county should concentrate 
on meeting basic travel 
needs rather than wants. 

The report continues: 
“Some people will have to 
make more challenging 
choices. 

“Any changes or reduc¬ 
tions in service could re¬ 
duce travel options for 
vulnerable groups of resi¬ 
dents who may not have ac¬ 
cess to a car. 

“These could include peo¬ 
ple on a low income, older 
people, unpaid carers and 
people geographically iso¬ 
lated.”

If you haven’t been to 
Tamarind Spice, you must 
be one of the few in the area 
who hasn’t, writes Rebecca 
Barnes. Literally minutes 
after we arrived, the restau¬ 
rant began to fill up with 
diners, most of them regu¬ 
lars and on very friendly 
terms with the affable man¬ 
ager, Salim. 

It is obvious that this 
restaurant is extremely pop¬ 
ular, and once you’ve sam¬ 
pled the food, you’ll 
understand why. 

Tamarind Spice fuses tra¬ 
ditional and contemporary 
Indian, Pakistani and Ben¬ 
gali cuisine. With an empha¬ 
sis on healthy eating, each 
dish is prepared with fresh 
spices and a significant re¬ 
duction in fat and colour¬ 
ings. 

Having read some good re¬ 
views about the food, we 
were looking forward to the 
meal. This kicked off well 
with some ultra-crispy 
popadoms, followed by an 
excellent tandoori chicken 
starter which was perfectly 
cooked - moist and flavour- 
some, and prawn puree, al¬ 


ways a winner and very 
tasty. 

Onto the mains, and I was 
more than happy with my 
king prawn korai which fea¬ 
tured large, meaty king 
prawns, and a great balance 
of aromatic spices. Appar¬ 
ently this is the staff’s 
favourite dish, I would have 
to agree. My husband tucked 
into his mirchi murgh korai 
- a South Indian style chick¬ 
en dish - commenting that it 
too was excellent. 

The vegetable side dishes 
we ordered - mushroom 
bhajee, bombay aloo and 
aloo gobi - were all very 
fresh and made with quality 
ingredients. 

My husband’s favourite 
dessert, lychees, finished off 
a highly enjoyable meal. 
Tamarind Spice is open 
seven days a week and well 
worth checking out.

the little bit extra. Smoky with 
pure peach and citrus fruits, it is 
a perfect partner with fish pie - 
and a nice reminder that Aus¬ 
tralia can make top-quality 
Chardonnay.

Having racked up six album

But a return to ‘real life’ 
was never on the cards as, 
having established both a 
professional and personal 
relationship with Tomlin¬ 
son, Kent’s life was about to 
take a complete turn. 

Stints as a house singer at 
both Soho’s Cafe Boheme 
and Ronnie Scott’s followed, 
and after a demo tape caught 
the attention of the leg¬ 
endary Humphrey Lyttelton, 
Kent was on the road to 
releasing her first album, 
Close Your Eyes (1997). 

And after that things really 
took off as the singer contin¬ 
ued to rattle out releases on 
a yearly basis, building both 
her fanbase and reputation.

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Tackling childhood obesity 


It may be a relief to send your 
children back to school, but 
it’s vital that you keep a 
close eye on their health - 
especially their diet. 

Children’s poor eating 
habits, such as snacking 
between lessons, have made 


the headlines yet again, rais¬ 
ing concerns about whether 
enough is being done to tackle 
childhood obesity in the UK. 

Campaigners and medical 
experts fear parents and 
communities are not facing 
the issue head-on, with 



f -V 
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reports claiming healthy food 
options are still being over¬ 
looked. 

The scale of the problem 

Being obese or overweight 
increases the risk of a range 
of diseases that can lower life 
expectancy, including type- 
two diabetes, heart disease 
and some cancers. 

In the 10 years until 2005, 
the proportion of obese chil¬ 
dren aged two to 15 increased 
from 10.9 per cent to 18 per 
cent in boys, and from 12 per 
cent to 18.1 per cent in girls, 
according to a survey by the 
Department of Health. 

If current trends continue, 
it’s estimated that a fifth of 
boys and a third of girls will 
be obese by 2020, the Health 
Survey For England conclud¬ 
ed. 

“Parents are finding it hard 
to spot the health problem, as 
childhood obesity is now 
becoming the ‘norm’,” says 
Jacqui Lowdon, paediatric 
dietician for the British 
Dietetic Association. 

Only one in 10 parents with 
overweight or obese children 
realise that their child is 
overweight, according to the 
Department of Health. 

A healthy BMI for adults is 
considered to be between 18.6 
and 24.9, but it’s important to 


remember that children’s 
weight and height will fluctu¬ 
ate as they undergo growth 
spurts. 

What causes obesity? 

Healthcare charities such 
as The National Obesity 
Forum fear parents are losing 
control over their children’s 
eating habits. 

The forum claims parents 
are buying food that is not 
nutritionally balanced due to 
a lack of regulations in the 
food industry. 

And pocket money seems to 
be fuelling the problem also, 
with children skipping break¬ 
fast at home and buying 
snacks en route to school, ac¬ 
cording to a report by Kel¬ 
logg’s. 

“Lack of activity can also 
determine weight increase. If 
energy input is greater than 
energy output then this is 
where problems arise,” 
Lowdon explains. 

Impact on children 

Obesity not only affects a 
child’s appearance, but it can 
also lead to serious health 
implications later in life. 

The trend of weight prob¬ 
lems in children is a particu¬ 
lar cause for concern because 
of evidence suggesting a 
‘conveyor-belt’ effect in which 



excess weight in childhood 
continues into adulthood, 
says the Department of 
Health. 

Children suffering from 
severe weight gain will often 
also experience mental 
health problems. 

“The psychological prob¬ 
lems a child goes through can 
be just as tormenting,” says 
Lowdon. “A parent may see 
their child’s behaviour 
change, such as low self-es¬ 
teem, which may be down to 
not being as fit as other kids 
in the playground - at worst 
they can be a target of bully¬ 
ing.” 

What can you do? 

Some parents are turning to 
anti-obesity drugs to combat 
the problem, but health 
organisation NICE warns 
that such treatment should 
only be considered after 


dietary, exercise and 
behavioural approaches. 
Drugs are usually not 
recommended for children 
under 12 years of age. 

Parents are also being 
advised to rethink their 
child’s sedentary habits. 

With PCs, computer games 
and TV programmes readily 
available in the homes, it’s 
easy for kids to lose focus 
and become lazy. 

Government schemes 
around the country are 
attempting to combat obesity 
by introducing breakfast 
clubs at schools, so kids do 
not miss out on their nutri¬ 
ents. 

Change4Life (nhs.uk/ 
change4life) is an initiative 
for families to educate them¬ 
selves and learn more about 
the ‘five a day’ vegetable and 
fruit intake and discover 
healthier eating options.

AVOIDING STUDENT 
RENT NIGHTMARES

For most students, going to university will be 
their first experience of living away from 
home. But moving away needn’t be daunting if 
you are well prepared. 

As the new university term begins, the gov¬ 
ernment-approved tenancy deposit protection 
scheme, mydeposits.co.uk offers advice to stu¬ 
dents renting a property for the first time. 

The most important thing is to draw up a 
budget for your outgoings before you move in, 
as landlords will require a deposit, which is 


typically a month’s rent paid in advance. 

It is also important to make sure your de¬ 
posit is protected. By law your deposit has to 
be held in one of three authorised schemes, so 
it is worth checking with your landlord which 
scheme is looking after your money... and ask¬ 
ing to see proof of it. 

Remember you have the right to enjoy your 
home without interference, but your landlord 
also has the right to inspect the property dur¬ 
ing your tenancy. Landlords will, however, 
need to give you 24 hours’ notice before they 
visit. Towards the end of your tenancy you 
must allow your landlord access to show 



prospective tenants around the property. 

It is important to look after the property, and 
to stick to the terms of the contract. If you are 
going to throw a party, clean up afterwards, as 
stained carpets and cigarette burns will be de¬ 
ducted from your deposit. 

The majority of disputes at the end of tenan¬ 
cies arise when landlords withhold money for 
cleaning or damage. So if you want to get your 
deposit back, keep your house clean and try 
not to break anything. If you do, tell the land¬ 
lord straight away. Make sure you keep your 
property secure at all times. Student houses 
offer rich picking for burglars because al¬ 
though they may be strapped for 
cash, students have expensive pos¬ 
sessions such as laptops and iPods. 
When you go out, make sure all ex¬ 
ternal doors and windows are se¬ 
curely closed and locked. 

Don’t forgot to take out contents in¬ 
surance, as this is your responsibili¬ 
ty not your landlord’s. 

Eddie Hooker, chief executive of 
mydeposits.co.uk said: “Getting 
your first home is always exciting, 
but in that whirlwind of freshers 
week and adjusting to university 
life, students should think about the 
practicalities of living away from 
home. 

“These range from budgeting and 
cooking for yourself to helping 


maintain your shared house.” 

Jordan Collyer is renting in her second 
year. The 19-year-old said: “Knowing that rent 
has to be paid a month in advance means you 
have to be tactical with your money. 

“You have to be well organised and if you 
know you’re not going to have enough money 
to pay your rent, limit the amount of times 
you go out or get a part-time job.”

■ Save up for your deposit, and bud¬ 
get properly before moving in, taking 
into account your monthly rent as 
well as all the bills that might need to 
be paid. 

■ Remember that your landlord has 
the right to drop in and inspect the 
property at any time, so keep it clean 
and tidy. 

■ Draw up a cleaning rota and take it 
in turns with your housemates to tidy 
communal areas such as the kitchen 
and bathroom. 

■ Check with your landlord that your 
deposit is protected in an 
authorised scheme.

If there’s a recipe for success in the 
car industry, then Toyota surely has 
it.

It’s not a controversial design, but 
neither will you lose it in the car 
park among a host of other mid¬ 
sized estates. 

Where the legendary Toyota repu¬ 


tation really starts to make its pres¬ 
ence felt is once you climb inside. 

The door shuts behind you with a 
solid ‘thunk’, and easing yourself 
into the driver’s seat you find a 
cabin layout that is instantly under¬ 
standable. There’s very little in the 
way of complicated controls or con¬ 
fusing buttons, despite being very 
well equipped. Even with sat-nav 
fitted, you can jump straight in and 
not have to negotiate any fiddly 
controls. 

You’ll also be relaxed thanks to 
the generous interior space.

As a family car, it has all the 
boxes ticked, and in Tourer guise 
the huge rear load area means there 
are few situations where you’ll be 
struggling for space. 

Features like the electric tailgate 
are also welcome, and sit comfort¬ 


ably with Toyota’s ease of use 
ethos. 

Higher specification models have 
the keyless start feature, which 
makes getting in and getting going 
as painless as possible. 

The wide range of adjustment for 
the seats and steering wheel allows 
drivers of all shapes and sizes to 
get comfortable, and while ensur¬ 
ing a strong bodyshell for good safe¬ 
ty, the relatively slim pillars mean 
good all-round visibility too. 

There’s a wide choice of engines 
in both saloon and Tourer guise, 
but those seeking to utilise all 
of the load space will be most inter¬ 
ested in the diesel options. 

The 2.2-litre D-4D version offers 
the most horsepower and torque 
and yet brings with it the exception¬ 
al economy that makes for low run¬ 
ning costs even in a car of this size. 
With a six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion as standard, the impressive 
flexibility of the engine can be fully 


exploited. Driven normally and 
with one eye on the fuel gauge, the 
generous low-down torque makes 
short work of pulling away, even 
with heavy loads on board.
